The United States and Canada will 
hold a joint rendezvous with the World 
War dead today.

This ceremony, which will take place 
in Arlington National Cemetery at 3:15 
o’clock this afternoon, will be the out- 
standing event in Washington’s cele- 
bration of the ninth anniversary of 
the signing of the armistice. 

The armistice celebration today will 
be in strong contrast to the celebration 
nine years ago. Then there was joyous 
tumult ahd almost riotous revelry as 
the peoples of 23 war-weary nations ac- 
claimed the end and victory: The cele- 
bration today will be solemn. Most of 
the exercises will commemorate the sac- 
rifice of those for hom there was no 
armistice, and this also will be the 
theme of the orators. Tonight, how- 
ever, the solemnity will give way to 
gayety as the veterans gather at various 
military halls.

A two-minute period of silence will

Rule of “King Benjamin” 
In House of David Ends 


Court Orders Aged Cult Leader Exiled From Colony. | 
Property of Prophet and Consort Mary, 
Goes Into-Receivership. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Nov. 10 (Associated 
Press) —The rule of King Benjamin 
Purnell over the picturesque religious 
cult he founded in Benton Harbor a 
quarter of a century ago was ordered 
ended today. 

Circuit Judge Louis H. Fead, of New- 
berry, entered an order in the State’s 
dissolution suit decreeing that a re- 
ceiver shall take over control of. the 
House of David colony, and that Pur- 
nell, whom the State alleged practiced 
fraud and immorality, must go into 
exile from his followers. The court 
ruled he shall be banished from con- 
tact with those he is alleged to have 
mistreated by “complete and permanent 
removal from the colony. grounds.” 

He may not associate with the girl 
colonists except under protective con- 
ditions. 

The court agreed with the State that 
the colony is a public nuisance because 
of the teaching and practice of fraud, 
immorality, perjury and other illegal 
acts. 

The plea of the State for abrupt 
dissolution of the cult, however, was 
denied. The court granted the mem- 


bers of the faith permission to con- 
tinue their community life, carry on 
their religious teachings and operate 
their many enterprises, under the 
watchful eye’ of a receiver. Many of 
the members, blameless and faithful, 
are not prepared to meet the prob- 
lems of the outside world, Judge Fead 
decided. 


To give free outlet to members who 


may be dissatisfied, and those who 
claim to have been defrauded when 
they were induced to turn their prop- 
erty over by Benjamin, the decision 
allows those who wish to stay; those 
who choose to go to seek récovery. 
When all claims for fraud and damage 
are settled the residue of the property 
will revert to the colony. Title to the 
reputed vast holdings of the cult, which 
now reposes in Benjamin and his con- 
sort, Mary, will be transferred to the 
receiver. 

A formal decree carrying out the 
mandates of the decision, or an appeal 
to the State Supreme Court, will be 
the next step in the State’s long litiga- 
tion against the cult. -It is anticipated 
the colony will fight the ruling. 


LINDBERGH IN TRAINING 
WITH ARMY PURSUIT UNIT 


Flier Will Be in Michigan 
Until 1928, Learning 
to Shoot. 


FOG PREVENTS FLIGHT 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, New York 
to Paris flier, was ordered yesterday to 
active duty for tactical training with 
the First Pursuit Group at Selfridge, 
Mich. Col. Lindbergh already has re- 
ported for active duty, it was stated 
at the War“Department, and has joined 
his group in gunnery exercises at Os- 
coda, Mich. 

The order, placing Col. Lindbergh on 
active duty for almost two months, 
was issued by the War Department, 
“by order of the President,” but this 
last, it was explained, is of a routine 
nature. Under the terms of the 
national defense act the President, 
through the War Department, may or- 
der any reserve officer to active duty 
for a period of two weeks if the officer 
consents. A member of the Air Corps 
Reserve, it was explained at the War 
Department, may also be ordered to 
active duty for a period of one year, 
remaining in attendance at a flying 
school. 

This is not the usual season of the 
year at which reserve officers are or- 
dered to active-duty, the customary 
time being the summer, when reserve 
officers have more leisure from their 
peace-time pursuits. No explanation of 
this fact was given at the department 
beyond the informal statement that 
Col. Lindbergh was an unusual man 
and therefore was ordered to active 
duty at an unusual time.

ANNUAL BASIS OF $5 
IS FIXED ON STOCK 


Corporation Now Has Assets 
of $235,000,000 in Cash 
and Securities. 


New York, Nov. 10 (A.P.).—General 
Motors Corporation today capped a 
year of unprecedented earnings with 
a record-breaking disbursement to 
shareholders by declaring a regular 
quarterly dividend of $1.25 a share and 
a cash extra of $2.50 on the common 
stock, bringing the year’s total pay- 
ments on that issue to $136,650,000. 
Regular dividends on the 6 and 7 per 
cent preferred stocks increased the 
year’s dividends on all outstanding 
shares to $145,894,000. On the 17,- 
400,000 shares of common stock out- 
standing, the regular dividend for the 
quarter represents an aggregate of 
$21,750,000 and the extra amounts to 
double that figure, making a total of 
$65,250,000. Three regular dividends 
of $2 and one extra of like amount in 
the three preceding quarters amounted 
to $71,400,000 on the 8,790,000 shares 
then outstanding. 

Has $235,000,000 Assets. 

Today’s disbursement of $1.25 a share, 
placing the stock on a $5 annual basis, 
is equal to $10 a share on the old com- 
mon before the 100 per cent stock 
dividend, authorized in September. 

Predictions had been general that 
the $5 basis would be adopted, and the 
$2.50 extra was not unexpected, al- 
though within the past week or so 
there had been some expectation that 
the directors might choose to conserve 
cash resources and limit the extra’ to 
$1.25. With current cash and market- 
able securities aggregating $235,000,000, 
however, the board evidently believed 
the company’s position strong enough 
to warrant the larger payment. 

Both the regular quarterly and extra 
dividends are payable February 1 to 
stockholders of record January 9. 

Dtvidends in cash and stock, includ- 
ing several nied also were declared 
by a number of miscellaneous com- 
panies. An extra of $1.50 a share on 
both common and preferred of the 
Alabama Great Southern Railroad was 
authorized in addition to the regular 
quarterly payment of $1.75 a share.

President Interested in Plan

President Coolidge is understood to 
have placed the burden of farm relief 
legislation at the next session of Con- 
gress squarely on the shoulders of the 
three major farm organizations yester- 
day. Unless they are able to get to- 
gether he is understood to have~ told 
them that there would be no legisla- 
tion. 

And with this warning in mind the 
representatives of the American Farm 
Bureau, the Farmers Union and the 
National Grange, meeting here Wednes- 
day and yesterday, have decided to go 
before their respective conventions and 
seek more latitude in thtir instruc- 
tions. Thus the way has been def- 
initely paved for a compromise. 
Farm Bureau at present is definitely 
committed to the equalization fee, and 
the National Grange is just as strongly 
in favor of the debenture-tariff plan 
The Farmers Union was _ represented 
at the two-day conference as being 
willing to support any agreement that 
could be reached by the other two 
organizations. 

A formal statement issued by the 
conference following its adjournment 
said simply that although the three 
organizations were in agreement on 34 
legislative items, no agreement had 
been reached on either Muscle Shoals 
or the farm problem. 


Will Ask for Latitude, 


It was learned, however, that the 
conferees agreed to go before the an- 
nual meetings of the respective organi- 
zations, all to be held within the next 
30 days, explain the situation and ask 
that they be given some bargaining 
latitude. 

Then they plan to get together again 
in January at which time they are 
hopeful that an agreement may be 
reached. 

There was the implication in the 
President’s warning that he would:sup- 
port legislation on, which the three 
organizations could reach an agree- 
ment. This is not taken to mean that 
he would support the equalization fee, 
of course, but the assumption is that 
this woulda not be included in any 
compromise plan.

Man Marked as Missing in Action Found to Have Been 
Buried by Foe in Dugout Where He Fell, 
Wounded in Chest. 


A letter written by a former German 
soldier has been instrumental in dis- 
closing to the War Department, loca- 
tion of the body of Private George 
West Stevenson, Second Division, Ma- 
rines, carried as “missing in action, 
grave not identified,” since the World 
War ended. 

The letter written to the Epworth 
Herald by Paul Schreiber, former non- 
commissioned officer of a German in- 
fantry regiment, gave a clew. The let- 
ter which referred to “George Stefen- 
son” brought to an end a search of 
nine years, and identified the body of 
Stevenson, 79th Co., Sixth Regiment, 
United States Marines, last seen by 
American comrades September 12, 1918, 
when he fell in action. 

Born in Denver, Colo., in 1897, Stev- 
enson enlisted in 1917, at Mare Island,

Stevenson took part in the attack, and 
fell at Bois de la Montagne. His body 
was never seen from that day until the 
information furnished by Schreiber.

DE VALERA DEFEATED | 
BY SAFETY ACT VOTE 


Motion to Repeal the Irish 
Measure Is Beaten by 
76 to 71. 


Dublin, Nov. 10 (A.P.).—The long 
threatened resolution of Eamon de 
Valera, Irish Republican leader, for re- 
peal of the public safety act, was moved 
in the dail today, but after a long de- 
bate the motion was defeated by 76 to 
71. 

The government made a concession, 
however, in agreeing to limit to two years 
instead of five years the drastic law 
which was enacted after the assassina- 
tion of Vice President Kevin O’Higgins 
several months ago. 

De Valera, in moving his resolution, 
denounced the act as a public danger 
and attempted to recount abuses of 
power by the government since 1922, 
but the speaker of the house inter- 
vened. He asked, the dail to refuse its 
consent to debate these old events. La- 
borites, while supporting the plea for 
repeal of the act, indorsed the speak- 
er’s veto on bringing up past events. 


Bank Clerk Held Up 
At Postoffice Door

BOLTS IN RAIL JOINTS 
GONE; SPIKES PULLED 


Only One Passenger in Cars 
Leaving Here Yesterday 
Is Injured. 


Loudon, Tenn., Nov. 10 (A.P.).—The 
engine and three coaches.of the Mem- 
phis special, 
passenger train, running from New 
York to Memphis, leaped off the rails 
a mile east of the station here at 6:45 
p. m. and tumbled down a 50-foot em- 
bankment, killing the engineer and 
seriously injuring the fireman and one 
passenger. Several passengers were 
badly shaken up. 

Howard Crowell, the engineer, met 
death when the cab broke from the 
rolling engine and crashed to the bot- 
tom of the fill.

BULLET-RIDDLED CAB 
DISCOVERED WRECKED 


F babe Believed Hit by One 
of 50 Shots; Hospitals 
Are Watched. 


Shooting his way out of a police trap 
set for him before dawn yesterday, 
Alvin Stamps, 25-year-old negro wanted 


for holdup and robbery, shot one po- 
liceman, stole the taxicab in which he 
had been riding and escaped amid a 
rain of bullets fired point blank at 
him by three policemen of the Tenth 
Precinct. 

The shooting occurred in front of 
2724 Eleventh street northwest. Po- 
liceman Oscar L. Green was shot in 
the left leg above the knee when he 
attempted to place Stamps under arrest 
as.the negro emerged from the apart- 
ment house at 2724 Eleventh street. 

The bullet-riddled taxicab in which 
stamps made his escape was found 
wrecked at Twelfth and S streets north- 
west about an hour after the shooting. 
Police believe Stamps was hit by some 
of the more than 20 shots fired at him 
A general lookout for the negro was 
sent to all hospitals and doctors have 
been asked to call police immediately 
if any negro, answering Stamps’ de- 
scription, should seek treatment from 
them. , 

Police Wait for Man. 


Wednesday afternoon Stamps held 
up and robbed Henry Hoffman, 1425 
Chapin street northwest, taking $650 
from Hoffman, who was gettting a shave 
in a barber shop at 1726 Pennsylvania 
avenue northwest, where Stamps had 
been employed as a porter recently. 

Believing Stamps would attempt to 
get to his home in the Eleventh street 
apartment house, Policemen Green, C. 
D. Schamp and L. C. Arion laid in wait 
for Stamps to put in an appearance. 

Shortly before daybreak a taxicab. 
operated by Jesse Veitch, 1349 Oak 
street northwest, drove up in front 
of the apartment house. Stamps left 
the machine and went to his apartment. 
Policeman Green emerged from his hid- 
ing place and questioned the driver of 
the cab. Veitch told them he had 
picked up Stamps at Fourteenth and 
U streets northwest a few minutes be- 
fore, 


Shoots as He Flees. 


While Green and Veitch were talking, 
Stamps reappeared. As Green ap- 
proached him, Stamps whipped out a 
pistol and started firing at Green. 
meantime running toward the taxicab. 
When the shooting began, Veitch 
jumped from his cab and the other 
two policemen attempted to close fn on 
the cab. 

The negro jumped into the rear seat 
of the cab, hurtled through a window to 
the front seat and, ducking the rain of 
bullets fired through the cab at him, 
drove the machine north on Eleventh 
street. Stamps made such a hurried 
escape he failed to close the side door 
of the taxicab. The door was torn from 
its hinges as the automobile crashed 
into a nearby parked machine. 

The three policemen continued to 
fire at the fleeing negro until the car 
disappeared. The shooting had awak- 
ened the neighborhood and when the 
firing had subsided startled residents 
poked their heads out of second story 
windows to see what had caused the ex- 
citement. 

Policeman Green’s wound was treated 
at Garfield Hospital. Physicians said 
the bullet had made a superficial flesh 
wound and Green returned to duty 
after treatment.

The 200 Canadian soldiers who, with 
a like number of American regulars, 
will form the guard of honor at the 
cross ceremony this afternoon, are 
scheduled to arrive at Union Station 
at 6:15 o’clock this morning 

They were selected from the crack 
units of the Canadian army—the Prin- 
cess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry, 
the Royal Canadian Regiment and the 
Twenty-second Royal French-Cana- 
dians ‘The Quebec Garrison Band, the 
trumpeters of the Royal Canadian 
Horses Artillery and the pipe band of 
the Forty-eighth Highland Regiment 
of Toronto will accompany the force, 

Tomorrow the Canadian troops will 
march to the White House and will 
be greeted by President Coolidge. It 
will mark the first time since the Brit- 
ish burned the White House, more than 
100 years ago, that a body of fighting 
men serving under the British flag 
have “invaded” the grounds of the 
Executive Mansion, 

A fanfare of trumpets, sounded by 
trumpeters of the American Third 
Cavalry, will open the services inci- 
dent to the unveiling of the cross of 
sacrifice at Arlington this afternoon, 
The invocation will be by Canon J. M. 
Almond, of Montreal, who was chap- 
lain general of the Canadian army in 
the World War. Following this the 
Canadian minister, Vincent Massey, will 
unveil the cross. 


Presentation by Col. Ralston. 


Col. J. L. Ralston, Canadian minister 
of national defense, will present the 
cross to the United States, and it will 
be accepted by Secretary of War Dwight 
Davis. Then will come a “lament” by 
the bagpipers. The concluding prayer 
will be said by Col. John T. Axton, 
chief of chaplans of the American Army.

The 
eulogy of Wilson will be delivered by 
Bishop Freeman. Prayers will be of- 
fered by the Rev. Dr. James H. Taylor, 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church which 
Wilson attended. The George Washing- 
ton Post of the American Legion, of 
which Wilson was a member, will have 
a special delegation and color bearers 
at the services.

RESERVOIR PROPOSAL 


Advocates Storing Excess 
Waters for Agricultural 
Development of State. 


(Associated Press.) 


Criticism of flood-control methods of 
the Army engineers and the Mississipp! 
River commission by committee mem- 
bers developed yesterday: at the House 
hearings on the subject after two wit- 
nesses from Mississippi had praised the 
War Department’s past efforts to keep 
the river within its banks. 

Declaring that he’ had heard “the 
commission panned from one end of the 
valley to the other,” Chairman Reid 
of the flood-control committee, asserted 
that the Army engineers and the com- 
mission had an unexpended balance of 
$10,000,000 for flood control work in 
the Mississippi Valley at the time of 
last spring’s flood. He said Congress 
“had never been derelict in its appro- 
priations for flood protection to the 
commission.” 


Representative Sears (Republican), 


Nebraska, said that the Army engineers 
showed they were not prepared for the 
flood by the fact that “they had to take 
until December 1 to prepare a flood- 
control plan for Congress.” 

The criticism of the engineers and 
the commission was expressed after 
Alexander Fitzhugh and Frank H. An- 
drews, both of Vicksburg, Miss., had 
praised their flood protective measures 
and Mr. Andrews had urged that the 
flood-control problem be left in the 
hands of these two agencies. 


Reservoir Plan Advanced. 


Earlier in the day the committee re- 
ceived its first concrete proposal for the 
establishment of a reservoir to store up 
the excess waters of one of the Mis- 
sissippi River's principal tributaries for 
use in agricultural development. It 
came from a delegation representing 
North Dakota, which advocated the 
diversion of the flood waters of the 
Mississippi through the impounding of 
water by a dam north of Stanton, N. 
Dak., and their diversion into Devils 
Lake and Stump Lake, two diminishing 
inland bodies of water, through the 
Cheyenne River and construction of 
channels. 

From the lakes the delegation, which 
included Gov. Sorlie of North Dakota, 
proposed the water would be diverted 
into the eastern section of the Chey- 
enne, which joins with the Red River 
in Minnesota. Thus, Gov. Sorlie de- 
clared, the Missouri's flow could be di- 
verted, northward through the Reo 
River into the Hudson Bay. 

Representative Sinclair (Republican), 
North Dakota, and S. W. Thompson, of 
Devils Lake, N. Dak., also outlined this 
plan. 


Illinois Problem Heard. 


The flood problem of the [Ilinois 
River, the Mississippi's northernmost 
tributary, came in for consideration, 
with J. P. Kerg, of Versailles, Ill., presi- 
dent of the Illinois Drainage and 
Levee District, and Archie Dunn and 
John Goodell, both of Beardstown, I11., 
urging that the stream’s control be 
placed under chargé of the Federal 
Government. 

Ernest E. Blake, Oklahoma City, 
chairman of the Interstate Flood Com- 
mission, representing Oklahoma, Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, Kansas, Texas, Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi, told the com- 
mittee that the Arkansas and Red Riv- 


‘ers during last spring had a flow of 


15 miles and hour, and added: 

“No structure can withstand such 
a flow.” He said that if these rivers 
are not controlled they will fill up 
the bed of the Mississippi with huge 
amounts of sand and silt. “The flood 
plane can be reduced one-third by con- 
servation of the excess waters by reser- 
voirs consistently distributed among 
the headwaters of the tributaries,” Mr. 
Blake proposed. He estimated that 
the cost of all the proposed reservoirs 
on the two rivers as between $126,- 
000,000 and 136,000,000. He placed 
the loss of Oklahoma in the 1927 flood 
at $100,000,000. 

Representative Swing (Republican), 
California, read into the committee 
record a telegram from the California 
American Legion urging Congress to 
formulate a national flood control plan. 


TRACES OF REVISION 
DETECTED IN ‘OTHELLO’ 


Hall Steals Laurels in Title 
Role; Leiber Scores 
as lago. 


“Othello,” as presented at the Audi- 
torium last night, was probably not as 
great a dramatic success for Fritz 
Leiber as its predecessors. Although 
there was no pretense of modern set- 
ting or costuming, the Shakespearean 
tragedy bore traces of a revision in the 
modern spirit, which with a little in- 
dulgence can be justified by its saving 
of time. Characters and whole scenes 
were omitted, speeches curtailed, and 
scenes doubled up, but the extent of 
the license did nnot reach to any es- 
sential tampering with the powerful 
story of the love of the beautiful Ve- 
netian for the swarthy Moor, 

Fritz Leiber treated his characteriza- 
tion of Iago in an individual way, 
psychologically speaking rather than 
dramatically. He presented not a 
heavy Villain, but a clever rogue whose 
wit goes just too far in the redeeming 
of his deviltry. Leiber’s star rose as 
the play progressed and carried him 
with it in its intense emotional grip. 

Louls Leon Hall completely stole the 
dramatic laurels of the evening as 
Othello. In his hands the Moor gently 
takes hold of the audience from the 
beginning and comes close to wringing 
pity at the end. 

Ethel Taylor gave a beautiful Desde- 
mona, avoiding the dangers of over- 
niceness with a keen’ conception. 
Cassio, in the hands of Leonard Willey, 
by the omission of Bianca, is conyerted 
into an honorable gentleman, and con- 
sequently his wrongs seem greater. Mr. 
Willey gave him his due with a fine 
bit of acting.

Dartmouth Men Sent to Aid 
Reconstruction; New 
Roads Are Built. 


AIR MAIL SERVICE OPEN 


Boston, Mass., Nov, 10 (A.P.).—Order 
began to emerge today from the chaos 
created by last week’s flood in New 
England as relief and reconstruction 
measures took more definite shape. The 
Red Cross, in direction of relief work 


in Vermont, pushed forward the pro- 
vision of food, clothing and medical 
supplies to the stricken towns, while 
Army and civil authorities and rail- 
road officers, assisted by volunteer 
workers, dug away mud and debris, 
built temporary bridges and repaired 
highways. 

The most picturesque group of work- 
ers today was seen in vigorous action 
in Hartford, Vt., of which town the 
principal village is White River Junc- 
tion, an important railroad center. 
This consisted of a large proportion of 
the student body of Dartmouth Col- 
lege at Hanovar, N. H., a few miles 
away, across the Connecticut River. 
Dressed in their oldest clothes, the 900 
boys wielded pick and shovel with a 
will. 

In Massachusetts State officials con- 
tinued their survey of the damage 
done in the Connecticut Valley and 
Berkshire County. Northampton con- 
tinued to feed 225 flood refugees and 
to provide sleeping quarters for 198 in 
Memorial Hall. 

A more definite idea of the extent 
to which the flood swept away bridges 
in Vermont was obtained when high- 
way district commissioners, meeting in 
Montpelier, reported that 384 bridges 
were gone in nine of the twelve dis- 
tricts of the State. They estimated 
that the total for the State would reach 
600, and were given authority to ex- 
pend up to $600,000 for the construc- 
tion of temporary bridges. 

Regular air mail service to Vermont 
points started from Concord, N. H., to 
day. Five planes also went to Vermont 
— Boston with mail, food and blan- 
ets : 


JAMES C. BRADY DIES; 
WAS SON OF MAGNATE 


Pneumonia Takes Man Who 
Inherited One-Sixth of 
$100,000,000. 


New York, Nov. 10 (A.P.).—James 
Cox Brady, 45, son of the late Anthony 
N. Brady, and one of the leaders of the 
younger Wall street group, died today 
of pneumonia after a short illness. 

Mr. Brady, who inherited one-sixth of 
his father’s $100,000,000 fortune, was a 
director of numerous organizations, in- 
cluding the Chrysler Motor Co., Pru- 
dential Oil and Union Oil. He was 
named a trustee of his father’s estate, 
which increased from $4,000,000 to 
$100.000,000 before a fight between 
heirs and an effort to oust the trus- 
tees was settled. 

Mr. Brady was a native of Albany 
and was graduated from Yale in 1904. 
He married in 1920 Helen McMahon, of 
Flushing, Long Island, in Westminster 
Abbey, London. Mr. Brady’s first wife, 
daughter of Andrew Hamilton, of Al- 
bany, was killed in a railroad wreck in 
1912. His second wife, who was Lady 
Victoria Mary-Pery, died in 1918. °

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APPLES ALONE DISAPPOINT 


(Associated Press.) 

Practically all late maturing crops 
were described yesterday by the Agri- 
culture Departmen’: as having been 
helped in October by favorable weather 
which averaged 3 degrees above nor- 
mal, making it the warmest October 
‘|since 1918. 

In its November crop report yester- 
day the department said corn improved 
to the extent of 150,000,000 bushels 
during the month, the preliminary 
estimate of production being 2,753,- 
249,000 bushels, or 116,000,000 bushels 
more than harvested last year. 

Frosts and freezes were delayed far 
beyond their usual date, the report 
said, and in only a few sections was 
October rainfall so béeavy as to inter- 
fere seriously with harvesting opera- 
tions. As a result, prospects for corn, 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, buckwheat, 
tiaxseed, rice, grain, sorghum, sugar 
beets, tobacco, peanuts, grapes, pears 
and some late vegetables substantially 
improved over a month ago. Apples, 
however, failed to reach the expected 


cent, with a total crop of 119,333,000 
bushels in prospect. 

For all fall crops the average acre 
yield now appears to have been 2.4 
per cent above the average during the 
last ten years. Crop production, how- 
ever, is about 3 per cent less than it 
was last year, as yields generally are 
lower and a smaller acreage has been 
grown. 

The corn crop is an exception, the 
acre yield. being 28.2 bushels, compared 
with 26.6 bushels last year. It is esti- 
mated 75.2 per cent of the corn crop 
is of merchantable quality, compared 
with 72.6 per cent last year.

DEFENSE ASKS PRINCE | 
CALLED TO TESTIFY 


Jurisdiction of Court-Martial 
Is Upheld Over Plea 
of Lawyer. . 


Bucharest, Roumania, Nov, 10 (A-P). 
Former Crown Prince Carol’s effort for 
the restoration of his rights to the 
Roumanian throne will be laid bare 
during the coming wéeks as far as the 
Roumanian government can do so. A 
former undersecretary of finance, M 
Manoilescu, avent on trial today before 
a& court-martial, charged with conspir- 
acy to bring Carol back to Ro 
to replace the little King Michael, his 
6-year-old son. 

Seemingly all Bucharest clamored 
around the little white-washed court- 
room when proceedings opened, and 
within its walls were more than a hun- 
dred able lawyers willing and ready to 
defend the accused official. Two col- 
onels, two majors and two captains 
composing the court-martial appeared 
somewhat overwhelmed at this vast ar- 
ray of legal talent. Manoilescu appeared 
blithe and debonair, with no fear at 
the outcome. 

The documents seized at the time of 
Manoilescu’s arrest, including letters 
written by the former crown prince, 
which it is the intention of the prose- 
cution to submit, are held in abeyance, 
for the entire time was given over to 
arguments. 

The courthouse and the streets for 
blocks around were under *omplete 
martial law and with armed sentries 
challenging all seeking admission, when 
M. Manoilescu went on trial today. 


200 Witnesses Waiting. 


The only decorations on the glaring 
white walls of the courtroom were faded 
litographs of little King Michael, 
Queen Marie and the late King Fer- 
dinand. On a table in front of the 
president was a wooden cross and a sil- 
ver ikon for the administration of 
oaths. 

There were 200 witnesses waiting to be 
caljed. No women were allowed in the 
courtroom, which was guarded on all 
sides by armed sentries and scores of 
secret service operatives. Only ten lo- 
cal and ten foreign journalists were ad- 
mitted, including the correspondent of 
the Associated Press. 

When the list of witneses was read, 
it sounded like a “who’s who” in Rou- 
manian political life. The list ' began 
with Prince Carol himself and included 
Premier Bratiano and almost every 
member of the cabinet. 

In the tense atmosphere of the 
crowded courtroom, Manoilescu himself 
seemed the calmest present, young, 
smiling, debonaire, faultlessly attired 
and listening attentively to the argu- 
ments of his defenders, All the opposi- 
tion political leaders were present, but 
none of the subpenaed cabinet mem- 
bers, the court ruling that as members 
of parliament they enjoyed immunity 
from arrest and consequently could not 
be brought in forcibly as witnesses. 


Defense Is Overruled. 


The entire morning was given over to 
arguments of the defense which con- 
tended that the court-martial was with- 
out competence to judge the case be- 
cause martial law had only been de- 
creed for the period of the war. The 
defense counsel declared that the new 
Roumanian state had been confirmed 
with the ratification of the Bessarabian 
treaty by Italy and peace thus assured

West Pittston High School was believed 
by police to have been the work of a 
maniac.

The bomb was made of dynamite and 
lead and steel slugs.” Soon after the 
explosion a second “time” bomb was 
found, constructed of fourteen sticks 
of dynamite in a dinner pail, which 
had been left with the fuse burnin 
alongside the South Pittston bridge of 
the Lackawanna & Wyoming Valley 
Railroad. 

The blast today was the first in West 
Pittston, but within two months there 
have been two such bombs and another 
attempt in Pittston. Four weeks ago 
the Wilkes Barre Maid Candy Factory 
was dynamited and two weeks ago St. 
John’s Catholic Church was damaged by 
a bomb.

-“If Dr. Harris had been on earth at 
the time of Jesus and the Apostles,” 
he said, “I suppose he would have tried 
to stop their divine work.” 

Dr. Straton is conducting weekly 
services at Calvary Baptist Church in 
which he professes to show that the 
Bible promise of cure through the lay- 
ing on of hands applied to the church 
today as it-did in Old Testament times. 

When Health Commissioner Harris

since the World War ended. In the 
broadest sense the review can not fail to 
encourage those who believe that man- 
kind is progressing. Despite bitter dis- 
appointments and disillusionments, the 
world has at least avoided another great 
war. The establishment of a republic in 
Germany, at first looked upon with mis- 
givings, has proved to be a powerful fac- 
tor in insuring European peace. Ger- 
many has kept the faith by*abolishing 
military autocracy, paying its debts, and 
cooperating in arbitration agreements 
looking to the avoidance of war. 

Republics are not often aggressors. 
They will fight when attacked, but when 
their governments are genuinely under 
popular control they are not warlike. 
Conspiracies against neighbors are not. 
easy to concoct or execute in the light of 
day. The creation of a republic by a 
populous and intelligent nation like Ger- 
many is equivalent to a renunciation of 
aggressive war. 

Germany, France, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia—these nations are genuine re- 
pliblics. None of them will seek war. 
Constitutional monarchies like Great 
Britain, Belgium, Sweden, Holland, Nor- 
way and Denmark have proved that they 
will not make aggressive war. Italy, 
Spain and Turkey, under dictatorships, 
are working toward stabilized constitu- 
tional government. The smaller Euro- 
pean governments may be disturbed, but 
they can not involve the world in war. 
Russian communism has found it impos- 
sible to stir up a world revolution. China’s 
turmoil will not draw the great powers 
into war if they deal fairly with the Chi- 
nese nation. Japan, Australia and New 
Zealand stand for peace in the Pacific. 

As for the republics of the New World, 
peace is their natural condition, seeing 
that they govern themselves. When the 
people do not govern, as in Mexico, there 
is domestic unrest and turbulence; and 
this condition is to be expected so long 
as popular government is suppressed. 
The disorder in Mexico, like the disorder 
in China, is at least convincing evidence 
of the fact that liberty-loving peoples are 
trying to better their condition. They 
are not stirring up war against their 
neighbors. 

Thus, nine years after the great war 
ended, the world seems to be moving 
toward settled peace, through an enlarge- 
ment of popular government. Ameri- 
cans, who have inherited the system of 
government of the people, by the people, 
for the people, have reason to feel proud 
of the universal movement in the direc- 
tion of popular government. That is the 
only solid basis of peace.’ The citizens of 
this republic sympathize with every na- 
tion seeking popular government. The 
most effective aid which Americans can 
give to liberty-seeking nations is to make 
sure that the United States shall pre- 
serve its own liberties intact. This re- 
public will then stand as the light of the 
world, pointing to all others the way to 
secure liberty and peace. 


THE “DAYLIGHT SAVING” NUISANCE. 


One of the minor results of the election in 
New York on Tuesday was the defeat of the 
proposition to return to “daylight saving time” 
in the city of Rochester. 

Phe municipalities of the State decide for 
themselves each season whether during the 
Bummer months the official time shall be 
gstamdard or the so-called ‘daylight saving’”’ 
variety. A majority of the cities have had the 
latter brand of time ever since the idea was 
adopted during the war period. But none of 
the railroads followed suit, and as a’ general 
rule the villages refused to follow the lead of 
the cities.

POLITICS IN “FARM RELIEF.” 
The American Farm Bureau Federation, the 
National Grange and the Farmers Union may 
fairly be said to represent the American 
farmer. Officlals of thesé three bodies have 
failed to agree upon a plan of farm felief. 
There is no difference of opinion among them 
as to the necessity of governmental aid, but 
the form in which money shall be taken from 
the Treasury and given to the farmer creates 
disagreement. Events have already demon- 
strated that there is, conflict among political 
groups over the same question. 
The rest of the country may well ask that 
the’ problem of farm relief wait upon the time 
when the farmers themselves can agree as to 


what ailment afflicts them and what cure they 
consider best. There can be no justification, 
certainly, for farm relief based merely on 
political expediency or in response to a de- 
mand that “something” be done for the farmer. 
It was in this spirit that the last Congress 
The original 
measure was expanded and redrawn until it 
provided enough bait to attract the votes of 
several divergent groups. It was not what 
the farmers as a whole wanted, but what the 
politicians thought would mollify the farm 
vote, 

The preliminary negotiations now-in prog- 
ress, which are intended to lead up to some 
form of farm legislation for presentation to 
the Congress, are based upon politics. The 
authors are attempting to find a plan that 
will, attract a majority vote in Congress, ‘es- 
cape a presidential veto, and come somewhere 
near being what the farmers want. The senti- 
ment of that portion of the population not 
engaged in agriculture will receive scant con- 
sideration. The farm relief jugglers are so 
afraid that they will drop one of the first three 
objects that they are not even thinking of the 
average citizen’s rights as a taxpayer. 


NEW ENGLAND'S NEED. 

New England has asked for aid in restoring 
order out of the chaos left by last week’s flood.

THE JACKSON DAY MENU. 


The Democrats, determined as usual, to ob- 
serve Jackson. day with suitable ceremonies, 
are hard put to it in the matter of speech- 


making. It is customary at Jackson day din- 


ners to invite all of the Democratic stalwarts, 


more particularly those who have listened to 
the seductive hum of the presidential bee. The 
preparation of the dinner itself involves but 
slight labor, when compared with the study 
that must be given to the speakers’ list. 

In other years it has been practical and 
possible to give all of the leading candidates 
a chance to unbosom themselves. Not all have 
accepted; but there were always several from 
among the possibilities who welcomed an op- 
portunity to so catch the public ear. The com- 
ing feast presents a problem of greater pro- 
portions. The promoters appear to be afraid 
to issue any general oratorical invitations for 
fear that Gov. Al. Smith will steal the spotlight. 
They have as yet found no counter-attraction 
guaranteed to offset the advantage which might 
accrue to Gov. Smith, if he should be given 
such an opportunity. 

They reason, therefore, that it would be bet- 
ter not to call upon candidates, but to rejuve- 
nate one of their lost hopes for the occasion. 
The name of John W. Davis has been sug- 
gested. His defeat in 1924, it is suggested, 
has deprived him of all political ambitions. He 
can be counted upon to give the Democrats 
sound advice in behalf of harmony. He would 
not say anything to complicate the problems 
of his party. The speechmaking would begin 
and end with his address. 

There is merit in the idea, if it is, based upon 
the sound proposition that the less speaking the 
better. ° But the Democrats are by no means 
limited in their choice to Mr. Davis. There are 
many Democrats thoroughly exmvers to make 
a harmless speech. 


SHIP AND AIR RIVALRY. 

France is ready to inaugurate the first air- 
mail line linking the Old World with the New. 
Financial support for the project, long con- 
templated by the French government, was as- 
sured several days ago whén the Chamber of 
Deputies voted a subvention of 120,000,000 
francs to the comipany which for some time 
past has operated the air-mail line . between 
France and her African colonies. The fund 
will be available in 1928. Service will be be- 
tween France and Argentina, although | con- 
tracts with Chile and other South American 
countries undoubtedly will. be obtained.

American in- 
dustry is placed at Be disadvantage when it Is 
forced to depend upon European shipping 
lines for the transport of its goods. 

The French decision to subsidize the South 
American air-mail line foreshadows new and 
dangerous competition. Not only will Frante’s 
business bé speeded up to a considerable de- 
gree by the quicker means of communication, 
but it is also highly probable that the opera- 
tion of the air-mail line will lead to the de- 
velopment of steamship lines. Passenger 
traffic by air is also in sight., Buenos Afres 
and Rio will be brought into close contact 
with Europe. . 

Establishment of the French airplane serv- 
ice to South America means that Europe is 
leaving no stone unturned in its determination 
to regain the markets lost during the war.: If 
the United States is to fight back successfully 
an adequate merchant marine is one weapon 
which she can not afford to be without. Hand 
in hand with steamship service there must be 
a development of air service, first for mail, and 
eventually for passengers and fast freight. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNALS. 


The traffic light extension program of Traf- 
fic Director William H. Harland has been 
agreed to in principle by the Board of Com- 
missioners and the Public Utilities Commission. 
The expenditure of approximately $270,000 is 


contemplated, and in order that the funds 
available for the purpose may not revert to 
the Treasury, contracts for the equipment will 
have to be let before December 31. Some time 
ago the Utilities Commission suggested that 
extension of the automatic control system was 
not advisable, on the ground that traffic con- 
ditions would not justify the expenditure for 
some years to come. 

Experience, however, does not bear out the 
contention. In Sixteenth street accidents have 
been diminished considerably since the installa- 
tion of the traffic lights. Furthermore, traffic 
therein has been expedited more than was an- 
ticipated. An impartia! test will reveal that 
the trip up Sixteenth from H to U streets can 
be made in much less time than the trip up 
Seventeenth or Fifteenth between the same 
intersections. Local, motorists are beginning 
to find this out for themselves. The immedi- 
ate effect of the light installation was to drive 
traffic from the controlled street to parallel 
streets. Now, however, traffic is finding its 
way back to Sixteenth. 

This one artery, however, is not sufficient 
to carry all north and south bound iraffic. 
Others must be provided. East and west high- 
ways must not be neglected. Once lights are 
installed on other streets they will gain a 
major portion of traffic in short order. Even 
though it may be found that present traffic 


‘does not justify an extension of the control! 


system, it can not be denied that tomorrow’s 
traffic will require lights. Now is the time 
to extend the light control system.

In our own city, a brave little wife 
and mother has just taken her flight 
to the Hgrbor of Peace. after a tem- 
pestuous journey. Her plane. called 
Hope, with its freight of seven little 
ones, met with blow after blow. One 
baby girl died; another was crushed to 
death; her 4-year-old boy broke his 
arm, and later as struck by an au- 
tomobile. 

The pilot, her husband. was lost to 
hier early in the voyage, and she guided 
the ship alone, courageously (on $12.50 
a week) through disaster after disaster, 

In the end, her feeble strength fal- 
tered. Her hand dropped from the 
wheel, and she went down beneath the 
waves of sofrow and despair.

Have a Heart for Your Feet. 


NE of my correspondents asks me 
to write, an article on footwear 
for children. Well, this is a bit 

out of my>field but in collaboration 
with an M. D. and an authority in 
this field, here we are. 

There are 52 bones in the feet, just 
one-fourth of the total mumber com- 
prised in the body. Therefore, there 
are at least 50 valid reasons for the 
care of the feet. 

In the second place, with the excep- 
tion of our eyes, we folks probably mal- 
treat out feet more than any other 
portion of our body. 

The rest of the points we will not 
number, 

But do we know that sick feet make 
sick people? We know that 90 per cent 
of all foot afflictions are due to im- 
properly fitted shoes; that foot troubles 
usually begin in childhood and develop 
later in life; that backaches, headaches 
and so-called rheumatic pains most 
often are due to arch defects; that 


structed appliances are far worse than 
no arch supports at all. 

We know that a wound on the foot 
is more dangerous than a wound on 
the hand; that incorrectly-fitting stock- 
ings occasion, at times, quite as much 
discomfort and damage as ill-fitted 
shoes; that poorly-fitted shoes cause 
postural defects and may produce a 
curvature of the spine; that comfort 
of the feet has much to do with com- 
fort of the body; that loose shoes as 
well as tight shoes may cause foot 
discomfort; that “ingrown toe-nails” 
may be avoided by cutting the toe-nails 
in the proper manner; that many an 
athlete’s career is cut short by foot 
faults; that aching feet interfere with 
school work. , 

We end today’s lesson with a sug- 
gestion that children’s feet be examined 
by a qualified physician. If they are 
O. K., fine; if they are not then cor- 
rective measures can be applied and 
proper shoes specified.

CANADA’S IMMIGRATION 
IS IT GOOD? 
R. CARR SAUNDERS Is not certain 
D as to the wisdom of the present 
immigration policy of Canada. ‘t 
is somewhat similar to that of the 
United States in former days, and that 
experience, according to Dr. Carr Saun- 
ders, was not a good one. In 1901 the 
French Canadians made up 30.7 per 


cent of the total population. In 1911 
they were 28.5 per, cent of the whole, 
and in 1921, 27.91 per cent. They did 
not quite hold their own in that twenty 
year period. While they have a very 
high birth rate, their death rate is 
nearly high enough to offset. They have 
some emigration to the United States 
and practically no immigration from 
anywhere, 

On the other hand, the non-French 
stocks have low birth rates and very low 
death rates, and the population is fur- 
ther increased by immigration. 


POLICY: 


The French influence in Canada 
seems doomed to lessened importance 
as the years pass by As Beard said 
of southern ascendancy in the United 
States in the first half of the last cen- 
tury: “It was not the rising menace of 
abolition, or the reaction against State 
rights that doomed the Southern 
power; it was the facts shown ir. each 
census return.” 

Before the new waves of immigration 
began rolling in, 29.5 per cent of the 
Canadians were of English and Welsh 
stock, 12.6 per cent were of Irish stock, 
and 13.3 per cent were of Scotch stock. 
About one-half were from stocks de- 
rived from the British Islands, and only 
12 per cent were from other stocks we- 
sides those of Great Britain and France. 
In 1926 the immigration was propor- 
tioned as follows: From European coun- 
tries other than the British Islands, 32; 
British Islands, 28; United States, 10. 
These are about the proportions of the 
immigrants coming in each year,since 
Canada became more liberal in its im- 
migration policies and the United 


/HOW TO KEEP WELL| 


A. EVANS 


In the entrance requirements exact- 
ed in Canada considerable attention is 
being paid to physical standards, but 
not much to mental standards, in the 
opinion of Dr. Saunders. The old im- 
migration policy of the United States 
was adopted soon after the Civil War. 
According to Beard, there were two rea- 
sons for it. One was a desire to fill up 
the vacant space in the country, but 
the principal one was to supply an 
abundance of cheap labor for the in- 
dustries which the new party was in- 
tent upon entrenching in a position of 
influence and power. Probably no man 
responsible for the policy in any de- 
gree knew anything about eugenics or 
cared two whoops for what anybody 
thought on that subject. A like policy 
now applied in Canada may fill up the 
country and may even increase their 
labor supply. But it makes a hetero- 
geneous population, and in most cases 
that is eugenically bad. 


MILK AS ADULT FOOD. 


F. L. writes: A well known Dr. Lee, 
who writes for a number of hgalth mag- 
azines, has been advocating that milk 
is good only for infants and young ani- 
mals. That after a person has passed 
the nursing stage milk is absolutely of 
no benefit, and that is presumably 
what nature intended, according to this 
doctor’s contention. 

We have argued this point a num- 
ber of times, and in fact a few of us 
have tried going without milk for a 
time, just to see what it would do, 
but we can’t seem to get anywhere. 


REPLY. 


Milk is not a perfect food for adults. 
It is too poor in iron and some other 
minerals; it is rather low in certain 
vitamins; it is too strongly buffered 
against acids and it is too bulky. It 
should not be the one and only food. 

At that, it is the best single food for 
an adult. If such a person were s0 
unfortunate as to be condemned to 
live for a long time on one food, he had 
better select milk.

9 ICO RACE TRACK, Nov. 10.— 
» Walter J. Salmon’s Display, the 
hardy son of Fair Play and Cicuta, 
atoned for his recent defeat in the 
Bowie Handicap this afternoon when he 
was the winner of the mile and 70 yards 
of the Baltimore Handicap. It was the 
first running of this feature, and it had 
a value of $3,825 to the winner, It was 
a thrilling finish when the Salmon colt 
just beat home the McLean Stable’s 
Jock by a nose, and Canter was at 
the heels of the pair of them. 
Another cold, cloudy day did not 
prevent a big crowd from being out for 
the sport. The track was fast and the 
entertainment up to the usual excellent 
standard of the Maryland Jockey Club. 
There was a considerable delay at 
the post in the Baltimore, but the 
start was a good one, with Canter par- 
ticularly alert at the break, though he 
s00n gave way to Adios, one of the pair 
that raced for the Greentree Stable. 
This fellow was rushed along by Baker 
until he was two lengths clear, but 
none of the others could be coaxed to 
go after him. 


Ambrose was waiting with Jock, 
a colt that usually races in front, 
and Canter, though second, was 

nder a slight restraint. Maiben 

s bringing up the rear with Dis- 

ay, but he did not permit him to 
drop as far from the running as he 
did in the mile and a half of the 
Bowle, and the pace was naturally 
faster. 


Rounding the far turn Maiben had 
begun to move ‘vith Display and he was 
charging around on the outside in a 
fashion that made it certain he would 
be fighting it out at the end. Ambrose 
moved at the same time with Jock, and 
a furlong out they were both alongside 
Canter and outfooting him. 

Jock hung on well in that final drive, 
but Display was not to be denied, and 
in the closing strides he dropped ‘his 
nose down in front to be the winner, 
while Canter was third, a full eight 
lengths before Panther. 

A double score was rounded out for 
the popular Sagmore Stable when Here's 
How followed the initiative set by Sun 
Meddier, who scored in the opening 
cvent. 


Here’s How was one of six juve- 
niles that contested the issue that 
was framed for Maibens of all ages 
to travel over the mile and 70 yard 
journey, and her score came as a 
mild surprise, as Bayou was the one 
that received the greatest support, 
but at no stage of the journey did 
he live up to expectations, being 
unable to finish amongst the lead- 
ing trio. 


The winner had but a scant margin 
over Honest John who accounted for 
th. place portion, while Ambition led 
the others. 

Taras Hall came back with another 
winning effort, following upon his re- 
cent good performance, and he ac- 
counted for the second division .of the 
Tasker, which was decided in two 
sections, the first split being annexed 
by Sun Meddler. Taras Hall was ridden 
by F. Weiner, and it took every ounce 
of his rider’s riding ability to have him 
returned the winner in a furious drive 
to beat Paulina L. a scant head, while a 
length and one-half further back came 
Hot Toddy.

U. S$. STEEL UNFILLED 
ORDERS INCREASING 


Prospects for an Improved 
Demand in November 


Are Intimated. 


New York, Nov. 10 (A.P.).—Unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration on October 31 amounted to 
3,341,040 tons, an increase of 192.927 
tons compared with the month before. 

The surprisingly large gain in ton- 
nage was attributed to substantial 
orders for steel rails, in combination 
with fairly good buying of pipe by oil 
companies, although incoming business 
in order lines was under the month’s 
shipments. 

A total of 3,341,040 tons was the 
largest since April 30, when unfilled 
orders aggregated 3,456,132 tons. The 
smallest tonnage in years was reported 
in May—3.050,941 tons. 

Operations of the corporation’s sub- 
sidaries have been increasing steadily 
for several weeks, which the _ trade 
interprets as a refiection of improved 
demand, giving the impression that 
November should show a further gain 
in bookings. The operating rate is now 
around 69 per cent of capacity, a rise 
of about 4 per cent in the last month. 


PRESIDENT WARNS 
FARMERS TO AGREE 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1. 


Senator McNary, of Oregon, who is 
known to be looking around with a 


view to bringing about an agreement, 
is decidedly friendly to the debenture 
plan, and is toying with it as a possi- 
ble medium of harmony. Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, is looking at it, too, 
through friendly eyes. 

Representative Dickinson, of lowa, on 
the other hand, calis it a direct subsidy 
and at the same time, he says, he does 
not attempt to insure good prices for 
crops sold in the domestic market, 
which, as he sees it, is 80 per cent of 
the problem. The debenture deals only 
with crops sold in foreign markets, The 
farmer must have a bargaining force 
with which to demand good prices in 
the home market, he says. On the 
other hand, it is pointed out, that a 
measure encouraging cooperative mar- 
keting associations might go along with 
the debenturs plan. 

Senator McNary plans to continue his 
informal conference with senators and 
members of the House and he is hope- 
ful that an agreement will finally be 
brought about. 


Debate on Farm Relief. 


In the meantime the question of 
farm relief is to be debated at a meet-: 
ing of the National Republican Club, 
in New York, next month. Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine, the former Secre- 
tary, E. T. Meredith, of Iowa; Repre- 
sentative Fort, of New Jersey, and Mr 
Dickinson, are to be the speakers. For- 
mer Senator Calder, of New York, ar- 
ranged for the meeting. 

Incidentally Mr. Dickinson made ‘the 
Smith victory in New York Tuesday 
the occasion for another warning that 
the nomination of Lowden by the Re- 
publicans is “imperative.” 

“With every advantage in favor of 
the Republican nominee in 1924,” he 
said, “we find that in 26 States the 
opposing vote cast for Davis and La 
Follette exceeded the vote cast for 
Coolidge. Those States cast 227 votes 
in the electoral college. Included in 
this list of States are Oklahoma, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Idaho, Missouri 
Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, South Dakota 
Oregon, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 


Cites Smith Popularity. 


“When the popularity of Gov. Smith 
is conceded and we place New York, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey, with 166 electoral votes, in the 
doubtful column, we must turn some- 
where to protect ourselves against their 
possible loss. 

“That. protection, can only be best 
assured by the proper campaign behind 
the proper candidate in the doubtful 
States In all the border States the 
rural vote is the balance of power. The 
very necessity for their support will 
make the nomination of Frank O. Low- 
den imperative. 

“Lowden is an owner of farm lands 
and a producer of raw products.

LEAVE IS OBJECTIVE 


Amendments to Retirement 
Laws to Be Asked by 
Federation. 


A renewed campaign in the coming 
Congress for eight objectives to bet- 
teF conditions of Government employes 
was announced yesterday by the Na- 
tional Federation of Federal Employes, 
which also will endeavor to obtain 
amendments to existing retirement 
legislation and elimination of average 
provision practice in appropriation leg- 
islation. 

Pight will be renewed for abolition 
of the Personnel Classification Board 
and toraisie the minimum salary of 
Federal employes to $1,500 a year and 
the maximum to $10,000, except where 
rate of pay is fixed by Congress. 

Besides these, the federation will 
seek standardization of annual leave on 
the basis of 30 days and 10 or 15 days’ 
sick leave each year, the latter cumu- 
lative to 60 days; a working week of six 
days for all Government workers; an 
all-year-round Saturday half holiday; 
subsistence for institutional employes; 
extension of classification of employes 
to classes where it does not now ex- 
ist, and the bearing of employes’ bonds 
by the Government instead of the em- 
ploye. 

Would Increase Annuity. 


Amendments to the retiring law 
sought provide increase of maximum 
annuity from $1,000 to $1,200; optional 
retirement, after 30 years’ service, at 
60 years of age; inclusion of each year’s 
service beyond 30 in computing an- 
nuities, and computation of retirement 
annuities on the basis of actual num- 
ber of years of employment, instead of 
making 30 years the limit. 

Provisions for payment of the Fed- 
eral share in retirement funds and ex- 
tension of retirement benefits to un- 
classified employes in Indian Service 
also are sought.

97 DISASTERS AIDED 
IN ACTIVITIES OF YEAR 


Mississippi Flood Leads All 
in Magnitude; Responsi- 
bility Is Outlined. 


Citing the past year’s accomplish- 
ments and emphasizing the increased 
demands upon the American Red Cross, 
President Calvin Coolidge, in an appeal 
yesterday, exhorted the American people 
to a large support of the society’s an- 
nual “roll call,” which opens today and 
terminates Thanksgiving Day. 


least, should enroll as members of the 
society during this “roll call” if the Red 
Cross is to meet its obligations during 
the coming years, President oom 
stated. 

And this year there is a two-fold pur- 
pose of the membership drive, officials 
of the society pointed out. Other than 
the support of its obligations for. the 
coming year, the society, rather than 
conduct @ special appeal, will rely upon 
the “roll call” for support of its relief 
work among the flood sufferers in New 
England. 


Coolidge Makes Appeal. 


The appeal of President Coolidge fol- 
lows: 

“The unprecedented demands upon 
the American National Red Cross for 
relief in disaster during the past year 
have demonstrated most forcibly to the 
American people the necessity for still 
further increasing the support which 
we must give to this great humanitarian 
institution. It is the permanent volun- 
tary agency of the people, created by 
the Government of the United States, 
to act for all, promptly, practically and 
efficiently in time of distress. 

“The country witnessed with pride 
the magnificent work of rescue and re~- 
lief accomplished by the Red Cross in 
behalf of hundreds of thousands 
driven from their homes by the Mis- 
sissippi Valley floods. The splendid 
generosity of the American people en- 
abled it to meet adequately this great 
disaster. 

“The calls upon the Red Cross for its 
services have not been limited, hc.wever, 
to a single section of the country. Dur- 
ing the months the work along the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries was 
overshadowing all else by its magnitude, 
the Red Cross was administering relief 
with equal effectiveness in fourteen ad- 
ditional disasters in eleven different 
States, all requiring assistance of a sub- 
stantial character. During the year the 
Red Cross served in 77 disasters scat- 
tered through 25 States at home, and 
rendered assistance in 20 disasters in 
foreign lands. 


Former Soldiers Helped. 


“To accomplish the extensive disas- 
ter relief task it faces each year, to con- 
tinue its care for thousands of disabled 
former service men and to carry out its 
well-defined normal program in behalf 
of our public health, the Red Cross 
must have not onl. an effective organi- 
zation but a larger popular member- 
ship and an increased annual income 
from membership dues. The central 
committee of the Red Cross, after most 
careful consideration, has asked the 
people for 5,000,000 members. 

“Under an act of Congress chartering 
the American National Red Cross it is 
charged with definite responsibilities, 
national and international. It reports 
annually to the War Department, which 
audits all its receipts and expenditures, 
and its annual report is by the Secre- 
tary of War laid before the Congress. 
As President of the United States and 
as president of the American National 
Rec Cross I earnestly urge the people 
to become members of this great or- 
ganization and to participate in its 
work, thereby enabling it effectively to 
carry Out its charter responsibilities.” 


Gray’s Barographs 
Subjected to Study 


Examination of two barographs car- 
ried by the late Capt. Hawthorne C. 
Gray, Army balloonist, on his fatal 
altitude attempt, was begun yesterday 
by the Bureau of Standards to deter- 
mine whether he broke a record on his 
last flight. 

War Department officials said that 
prior to the flight the two barographs 
were exhaustively tested in an effort to 
study their functioning in extreme 
cold weather. They functioned prop- 
erly at 80 degrees below zero. While 
it was found during the actual flight 
one of the instruments stopped run- 
ning when the balloon reached a tem- 
perature of 40 degrees below zero, the 
other continued to run throughout the 
entire flight, and it is this instrument 
on which the altitude reached by the 
balloon will be recorded.
